San Juan, P.R., March 28. 

An unusual cooperative com- 
posed of local film-makers andj 
technicians was formed here this 
week. It is to be called Old San 
Juan Productions. 

Cooperative head is 
Tirado Santiago, ‘35, who has di- 
rected several 
Puerto Rico for the Commonwealth 
government. He believes this is 
the first film-making cooperative in 
the world. He said the 20-man 
unit will produce full-length fea- 
tures 

“Our fundamental purpose is to 
form a national ‘sic) Puerto Rican 
cinema.

The cooperative is composed ex- 
clusively of “professionals.”

The first major iki will 


be based on the Manuel Zeno Gan- 
dia novel, ‘La Charca,” considered 
the best Puerto Rican novel ever 
written.

Cecil MeGivern, deputy director 
of BBC Television until the job 
| was abolished in January, has quit 
| At 53 and after 22 years with the 
| BBC, ex-actor McGivern is start- 
ing a three-year contract with 
|Granada TV—the northern com- 
} mercial program company—on 
| Tuesday (4) as executive producer 
in charge of special productions. 
| As BBC Television's No. 2—a 
post he had held for four years— 
McGivern was in line for the job 
of Director of Television when 
present Director, Sir Gerald Bea- 
dle, retires in June. Instead it went 
to program chief Kenneth Adam, 
and the post of deputy director was 
abolished in a re-shuffle of BBC 
top brass. McGivern, it was an- 
nounced, would be tackling “a spe- 
cial writing assignment.” 

Said McGivern, explaining why 
he decided to quit: “They simply 
told me they were not going to 
make me director. They didn't give 
any reason. It was a disappoint- 
ment. When the time came for me 
to take up the special writing job 
I decided it was time the BBC and 
I separated.” Commented a BBC 
official: ““‘We wish Mr. McGivern 
well in his new job. There is no 
question of a row.” 

Recently the BBC gave McGivern 
permission to appear on the 
Granada program to conduct an 
inquiry into tv in the U.K., one of 
the few occasions on which a BBC 
official has taken part in a com- 
mercial tv program. 

On his Granada post, McGivern 
said: “I’ve been given a free hand 
to tackle anything from opera to

‘Untouchables’: Peace at Last? 


Congressman Alfred E. Santangelo has agreed not to boycott 
“The Untouchables,” the ABC-TV action hour produced by Desi 
Arnaz. Reportedly arrived at this week, agreement also includes a 
promise by the solon to keep his Federation of Italian-American 
Democratic Organizations from picketing ABC. 

This is an unexpected change: last week, Santangelo was still 
against the treatment of Italians on “Untouchables,” despite an 
agreement reached a few days earlier by Arnaz with Justice 
Ferdinand Pecora and Judge S. Samuel DiFalco of the National 
Italian-American League to Combat Defamation. Pecora and Di- 
Falco exacted a promise from the producer to leave out all fictional 
Italo gangsters from the Thursday night show, plus a promise to 
upbeat the role of Italian-Americans in law enforcement. 

Santangelo, nonetheless, persisted in seeking the omission of 
even real Italo gangsters from “Untouchables” if they happened 
to be cast in fictional situations. While ABC-TV and Arnaz have 
still not promised to meet this demand, Santangelo withdrew a 
threat to boycott one sponsor, Liggett & Myers. 

L&M is leaving the stanza in the fall, but Santangelo sought to 
get the bankroller to quit “Untouchables” in the spring with the 
threat of boycott. Since the threat was withdrawn L&M will pre- 
sumably ride out the summer months.

More definitive word on dispos!-¢ 
tion of National Telefilm As- 
sociates’ broadcasting properties, 
WNTA-TV and WNTA AM & FM, 
Newark-N. Y., is expected by Mon- 
day (3), when NTA holds it annual 
stockholders meeting in N. Y. 

Contenders for the tv outlet in- 
clude a N. Y. citizens group who 
would convert the station to an 
educational station. The educa- 
tional group has put in a cash bid 
of $5,500,000. Group headed by} 
David Susskind, reportedly allied 
with Paramount Pictures, has put 
in a bid of $6,600,000. Group 
headed by Ely A. Landau, former 
board chairman of NTA, has put 
in a bid for an amount said to be 
$8,400,000, the bid, unlike the oth- 
ers, embracing the WNTA-AM & 
FM outlets as well. Landau bid re- 
portedly includes $7,000,000 in 
cash, with the remainder in the 
assumption of obligations. 

There are various ramifications 
to the bids. It’s understood Suss- 
kind’s offer includes the takeover 
of the station’s accounts receiva- 
bles and film contracts. Susskind 
offer also is said to include partial 
payment in the sale to NTA of 
post--48 Paramount features.

ing practice come from producers 
who have succeeded with such 
entries, as well as those who have 
failed. 

From the viewpoint of those who 
|find fault with the situation, it’s 
acknowledged that little can be 
done about it. For in the hour 
vidfilm field, as a general rule, 
{it’s just too chancy to come into 
the market with a 60-minute pilot 
and hope to find a time slot and 
a lineup of participating sponsors, 

Nevertheless, some key produce 
lers, off-the-record, maintain some 
of the consequences just aren't 
|cricket. A web, for example, can 
| tie up a whole studio's tv effort 
with a number of financed pilot 
projects. From December to Feb- 
ruary, the whole creative push of 
i the particular studio is thrown in- 
| to the entries. The same web, 
wh. has made similar pilot 
financing deals with a number of 
| other studios. The web's “seed” 
money brings in many more ene 
tries than can possibly be accom- 
modated on the schedule. Under 
| this system, casualties exist even 
| before the pilot is made. It’s just 
a case of oversupply and whether 
the best of the lot make it on the 
air always is a moot point. 

From the viewpoint of the losing 
studio, it has utilized its facilities 
for “dead” projects. The pilot 
made for one web seldom can be 
sold to*another web or a sponsor. 
Such a pilot carries a rejection 
slip which virtually kills the prop- 
erty. The number of vidfilm proje- 
ects that can be handled by one 
studio is limited. Betting on 
projects which may be dead be- 
fore airing simply because of the 
plentiude of web financed projects 
throttles the potential for the par- 
ticular studio. 
| The merits of the practice are 
|readily acknowledged. It gives the 
producer a potential market, pilot 
| financing, and a built-in interested 
party.

espite anything you may have read or 
heard, it isn’t true that TV producers are 
among the more excitable men in our industry. 
We know quite a few who are so cool that neither 
oleomargarine nor the high-priced spread would 
melt in their mouths. 

If it weren’t for such examples of enameled 
serenity, how on earth (or any other planet where 
TV life may exist) could a producer survive the 
suspense-laden demands of a series like the “NBC 
Special News Reports’? 

Even calling it a “series” isn’t terribly accu- 
rate, for there’s no regularity about the programs’ 
appearances. When producer Chet Hagan arrives 
at his desk each morning, he generally hasn’t the 
slightest notion of where or when his next show 
is coming from. 

Whether or not he'll be putting together a 
Special for that very evening depends on the sort 
of news breaking during the day. For each report 
is designed to bring viewers the background, sig- 
nificance and last-minute details of an outstanding 
event that’s broken just a few hours before and is, 
more than likely, still in progress. 

Whenever Hagan feels such a Report is called 


for, the only approval he usually needs is that of 


_Julian Goodman, NBC’s director of news and 


public affairs. There just isn’t any time for de- 
bates or conferences. 

Around Hagan’s office, the programs are 
called (as you might have guessed) “Instant Spe- 
cials.” They may run from five to 60 minutes in 
length. They may be live, taped and/or filmed; 
their originations may be remote and/or. from 
the studio. The essential combination is speed, 
ingenuity and know-how. 

TAKE THE DAY the Santa Maria was seized 
at sea by Portuguese rebels. (This wasn’t the most 
recent of the “Instants,”’ Lut it was the most diffi- 
cult.) The incident was a “natural” for a Special 
that very evening, but lesser souls than Hagan 
might have been discouraged by the absence of 
any material, filmed or otherwise, on which to 
base a worthy TV feature. 

Even if the ship’s precise location had been 
known (its position had already started the 
greatest guessing game since the riddle of the 
Sphinx), it wouldn’t have been possible to shoot 
films and get them back here in time. 


But with the energetic aid of the NBC News 
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desk—all of the “Instants” are really cooperative 
ventures on the part of Chief Bill McAndrew’s 
entire news department—wheels began turning. 

Jiem: Chet Huntley’s secretary, who speaks 
Portuguese like a Brazilian (because she is), dis- 
patched a cable asking the rebel leader for his 
side of the story. The answer came back in a 
seven-page reply. But it still wasn’t visual TV. 

Item: Our film library came up with back- 
ground footage on Portuguese dictator Antonio 
Salazar and his chief antagonist, Humberto Del- 
gado, the revolutionary who had just*confessed 
to having plotted the Santa Maria seizure. 

Item: Researcher Barry Bingham, Jr., toured 
the tourist agencies in vain for some footage of 
the Santa Maria, but he did get his hands on the 
vessel’s deck plan (complete with shuffle-board 
locations). 

Item: Artist Jacques Barosin was enlisted to 
re-create the seizure with a series of pencil draw- 
ings based on information contained in the wire 
stories. His masterful renditions had everything 
but the-flowers-on-the-captain’s-table. 

Item: From American Heritage magazine and 
assorted bookshops in the vicinity of NBC came 
historical notes on piracy in the Caribbean; a map 
of the Spanish Main; and charts on sunken pirate 
treasure in that region. (We watched Hagan’s face 
as he studied these last charts, and for a moment 
we thought we were going to lose him forever.) 

Item: Last-minute developments on the inci- 
dent were obtained through a message from our 
Puerto Rico correspondent (reporting on the U.S. 
Navy’s search for the missing liner); and from 
newsman Wilson Hall’s call to St. Lucia Island, 
which reported back on the condition of the crew- 
men who'd been put off the ship by the rebels. 

Just a few minutes before air-time, Hagan had 
a hurried consultation with director Bob Priaulx 
and correspondent Frank McGee (who'd just 
finished writing the script he’d be reading on the 


show). The program went on the air at 10 p.m. 
and concluded a half-hour later. Next day, the 
verdict of the nation’s newspaper critics rang 
loud and clear. “A vivid, concise and unexpect- 
edly thorough report on the season’s most bizarre 
story,” wrote one of New York’s most demanding 
reviewers, “...NBC’s Special brought all facets 
into sharp focus.” 

OTHER OF THIS YEAR’S “INSTANTS,” 
before and since, have reported on such matters as 
the collapse of Texas Tower No. 4; the arrival of 
our RB-47 fliers from Russia; chimpanzee 
“Ham’s” flight into space; and (just two nights 
ago) the White House meeting between President 
Kennedy and Soviet Foreign Minister Gromyko 
on the Laos crisis. We sincerely feel that all the 
Reports were splendid examples of TV journalism 
working on all dynamos. 

What makes the whole thing a bit easier, of 
course, is the confidence placed in us by the Gulf 
Oil Corporation, who, at the beginning of the 
year, undertook to sponsor these unpredictable 
Specials. 

What’s more, Gulf declared, it wanted to 
have nothing to do with subject matter, treat- 
ment or the selection of time periods. Finally, the 
oil company’s commercials were to be positioned 
in each program on the basis of the producer’s 
judgment. 

This sort of freedom-of-movement, unprece- 
dented in TV annals, is the kind of thing networks 
dream about. It also imposes a king-sized obliga- 
tion on us to insure that such trust is rewarded. We 
hope we’re succeeding. 

With that sort of rooter in our corner, it’s 
easy to explain the eagerness with which we 
got that cable through to the 
Santa Maria. Heck, with a bit 
more encouragement, it’s just 
possible we could also have con- 
tacted the Nina and the Pinta.

Twentieth Century 

CBS-TV put the man-in-the- 
street on an international basis for 
the Sunday (26) “Twentieth Cen- 
tury” half hour to get a random 
sampling of what citizens of eight 
world capitals think of Americans. 

Ground rules for the eight CBS 
newsmen conducting the filmed in- 
terviews were that their subjects 
had to speak English and should 
not have visited America. Except 
in London, the restrictions. as to 
language naturally made the sam- 
pling bilingual and therefore upper 
strata, so it was little surprise that 
most of the opinions were re- 
strained and reasoned. 

Covering Moscow, London, Paris, 
Rome, Cairo, Tokyo, Bonn and 
Caracas, the correspondents used 
two queries: “When you think of 
America, what do you think of?” 
and “Where did you get your 
ideas?” 

Most of the answers to the first 
question indicated a picture of 
America as a great leader in sci- 
ence, industry and culture. On the 
downbeat side, a Roman found 
Americans “perhaps too friendly"; 
an Englishman pictured the coun- 
try as “violent” and “one mad 
rush;” South Americans and Far 
Easterners were critical of U.S. 
treatment of minority groups. 

The one Moscow interviewee, 
however, envisioned America as 
“very beautiful” and expressed a 
hope that the Soviet and the U.S. 
could work out their differences, 
because he was certain the peoples 
of both countries were eager for 
peaceful friendship. 

Anchored by host Walter Cron- 
kite, the newsmen on the inter- 
views were Marvin Kalb, Moscow; 
Alexander Kendrick, London; Lou 
Cioffi, Paris; Winston Burdett, 
Rome; Frank Kearns, Cairo; Peter

Tinkering as ‘Carnival’ 
of Losing Right Balance

Washington, March 28. 

Gower Champion and his “Car- 
nival” company moved on to Phil- 
adelpkia over the weekend for two 
more weeks of tryouts, while the 
director and choreographer pon- 
dered the knotty problem of at- 
tempting to make a “perfect” mu- 
sical out of what already appears 
a certain hit 

“There are spots in the show 
that bug me,” Champion com- 
plained before leaving. “But I am 
afraid to fool with them very much. 
I mustn't disturb the balance of 
the delicate mechanism’ which 
somehow works in its present form. 
Yet there are changes I would like 
to make.” 

The new David Merrick produc- 
tion collected unanimous raves 
from the three Washington critics, 
plus audience enthusiasm without 
equal here in recent years. It was 
a total sellout, including maximum 
standing room, at all performances 


except opening night, when there | 


was unsold standing room. 

“It isn’t like 
said Champion. “In that case a di- 
rector can charge in and overhaul 
everything Should [ alter one 
character now, I mights disturb the 
entire thing.’ 

Champion has already made 
minor adjustments which have 
seemed to click. The puppets, cre- 
ated by Tom Tichenor, have had 
such an impact that their lines 
have been lengthened. A song by 
James Mitchell, “A Sword, Rose 
and Cape,” has been shortened, but 
the ballet following it left un- 
touched 

Champion wants, and will have, 
revisions in Anna Maria Alberghet- 
ti’s first song, “A Very Nice Man.” 
These alterations have been made 
only after extensive consideration 
and consultation. 

“To me,” observed the stager. 
“‘South Pacific’ was the ‘perfect’ 
musical. I'd like to see this one 
‘perfect,’ but I can see things that 
bother me.” } 

Champion had a hit in his first 
effort at combining direction and 
choreography for a Broadway mu- 
sical. That was “Bye Bye Birdie.” 
He confesses that he wanted to be 
directing al! the time he was per- 
forming as a dancer with wife 
Marge. 

“I'd direct anything I had a 
chance to direct,” he recalled. “I 
staged ‘Lend an Ear’ and did the 
dances for ‘Make a Wish’ and 
‘Small Wonder’ for Broadway. 
Then, I did a number of directing 
jobs for television. I directed com- 
mercials; anything I. had a chance 
to direct 

“You know, tv offers a marvelous 
training ground if you want to 
learn to direct. It's a different 
technique, of course, but it gives 
you a chance at staging, and that's 
the Important thing.”
